tunate in having secured the services of well-qualified teachers. rf 

Due to the limited funds available for school purposes, repairs | 
to buildings have been confined to those which were necessary. The _ 
interior of the Hanksville School was redecorated and impr ae 
ments were made in the water system of the Catherine Ross School. 
With some minor repairs which should be done during the coming | 
summer, the buildings will be in fairly good condition. 

Changes which have been made in the courses of study deal 
mainly with the social studies in grades five and six. Some new — 
texts in geography and history for these grades have been intro- 
duced. New texts in arithmetic and English have been purchased — 
for the Hanksville School and new spellers have been placed in sev- 
eral grades of the different schools. Considerable emphasis has 
been placed on reading in the elementary and intermediate grades 
as this is without doubt the most important subject in the graded — 
school curriculum. 

To make all the recommendations which I would like to make 
would involve the expenditure of a sum far in excess of the Town’s 
financial ability to support, therefore, I shall confine them to the 
ones which demand immediate attention. I would suggest that 
the exteriors of the Hanksville and Center schools be painted next 4 
summer. The report of the State Health Inspector states that the im 
artificial lighting in the Catherine Ross School is entirely inade- } 
quate; therefore, I would recommend that this be corrected. I 
have made this recommendation several times before. Due to the 
overcrowded condition of this school, it will be necessary to make 
some provision for additional space in the building or secure another 
building which may be used for school purposes. If additional 
classroom space can be provided, I would recommend that the sev- 
enth and eighth grade pupils from the other schools be transported 
to the Catherine Ross School and an additional teacher be employed 
for these two grades.
